Now, therefore, I. William D. Hoard, gover­ 
nor of the state of Wisconsin, in conformity 
with this most fitting custom and the proc la' 
mutton of t h e president of the United btatcs, 
do appoint Thursday, November 28th, 1869, as a 
day of thanksgiving. 
I furthermore recommend that on that day 
the people of Wisconsin abstain from all labor 
and give thanks to Almighty God, by appropri­ 
ate exercises in their places of worship and 
their homes, for the abundant mercies which 
we have received at His hands in the past year. 
In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the Great Seal 
of the State tof Wisconsin to be 
affixed. Done at the capitol, in 
[Great Seal] Madison, this 7th day of Novem­ 
ber, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred 
and 
eighty-nine.

UP. 
Constitutional prohibition hss been 
tried in Iowa for five jests. Daring that 
time it bas not been wholly a success. 
In the river towns and cities on the Mis­ 
sissippi, end, for instance, in Connell 
Bluffs 
on 
tke 
Missouri, the 
law 
has 
done 
veiy 
little 
to 
sup- 
press whisky selling. 
In the 
ru- 
rnral part of the state the law has been 
generally enforced. 
Ihe people in a11 
agricultural community are law abiding* 
but this cannot be said of a majority of 
the people aho settle in river cities, and 
where the law to be observed is that 
prohibiting the sale of liquor. 
Tho late election in Iowa was, in 
some 
degree. 
a 
voice 
against 
prohibition but not entirely. But there 
has been 6uch a failure of the law in the 
larger cities of the state that the Hon. 
8 . J . Kirkwood, who was governor from 
186U to 1864, and secretary cf the interior 
under Garfield, bes turned against pro­ 
hibition: and it is likewise rumored that 
A 7 
the Hon Jobn A. Kasson, ex-congress­ 
man and ex-minister to Germany and Aus­ 
tria, has declared against constitutional 
prohibition beoause.it does not prohibit. 
Then comes the Des Moines Register, a 
paper that bas defended prohibition from 
the beginning, with an editotial suggest­ 
ing that some oth er plan .than that of 
prohibition must be discovered for con­ 
trolling the liquor treffio. 
The Register 
says: — 
Now, looking the question fairly in the 
face without any reference to the late 
election, what are yon boing to do with 
these conditions ? For five years they 
have entirely ignored the law. No man 
living so far as we know has suggested 
but one way of enforcing the law in those 
counties where 
public 
sentiment is 
strongly opposed to prohibition. That 
way is by the un-American, unwel­ 
come, 
and 
repugnant 
employment 
of superior force. 
By taking away 
from the right of loeal self-government, 
by declaring them in a state of rebellion. 
by the use of a state constabulary or 
militia, the law might be enforced in 
those counties where a majority of the 
people do not approve of it and will not 
voluntarily respect it. But would that 
pay ? Could the state afford to take that 
eouree to enforce a law which is but a 
means to an end, but not an end ? Men 
may honestly differ, and yet be good 
men and good citizens. 
We have not 
found any one yet whose opinion is en­ 
titled to serious respect who would urge 
that snob a course he taken. 
The Register then asks ifi the state can 
afford on the other hand to tolerate this 
open dt fiance of authority m the anti- 
prohibition counties. 
The

is presented of

state, where in one part saloons are rig­ 
idly oinked and in another part they . are 
left wide open, wirhout any attempt to 
olo.e them. The Register does not pro­ 
pose to let go prohibition. 
It insists on 
making no surrencer of the principles 
where the people believe that it is the 
wisest and the best method of promoting 
temperence. The Register then states 
its plan aa follows: —

I The Emperor acknowledged this and leaves 
by the packet Alagoas, accompanied by 
the iron-clad 
Richuelo. 
The Brazillian 
republic will give the Emperor a certain 
amount to live on in Europe. 
The revolu­ 
tionary commission has been sworn in be­ 
fore the chamber of the municipality. 
The republic is a certainty, and great en­ 
thusiasm prevails. 
A later cablegram from Rio Janeiro 
states that Preto, the former Brazilian 
prime minister, was expelled and sailed 
for Europe on the same steamer with the 
Emperor. 
Fabilo, the finance minister, 
guarantees the fulfillment by the republic 
of all imperial contracts. 
A cablegram from Lisbon says that the 
King and Queen of Portugal are deeply 
affected at the misfortnnes of Emperor 
Dom Pedro. 
The 
greatest excitement 
prevails at Lisbon, Oporto, aud other 
Portuguese towns. 
L a t e r . —But little further information 
has been received here concerning the rev­ 
olution in Rio de Janeiro. 
A late dispatch 
states that the minister of marine wa9 not 
killed, Friday, as reported but that he 
was shot and seriously wounded by rebel 
soldiers. 
Another dispatch says that the 
question as to the nature of the future 
government will be submitted to the pleb­ 
iscite. 
A later dispatch from Rio de Janeiro 
reports that a republic has been pro­ 
claimed, with Senor da Fonseca as presi­ 
dent. 
The imperial ministers have been 
placed under arrest and are kept in close 
confinement. 
The provisional government 
has guaranteed protection to the members 
of the imperial family. 
The Emperor is 
at 
his summer palace at Petropoli3, 
twenty-five miles north of R:o de Janeiro. 
All business in the city is suspended, but 
there is no danger to life or property. 
Brazilian securities fell 3 per cent on 
the London stock exchange Saturday. 
When the M ovement Started. 


L o n d o n , Nov. 18.—Tha Paris 
pondent of the Daily News says: 
“The Republican council at Rio Janeiro 
decided a few months ago that the anni­ 
versary of the French revolution was the 
most propitious occasion on which to pro­ 
claim the republic. 
The leaders of the 
party were so confident of success that they 
ordered a number of Republican flags to 
be made in this city. 
In the new flag the 
imperial crown is replaced by a Phrygian 
cap. 
It is reported that Dom Pedro re­ 
cently expressed to his prime minister the 
opinion that the government had not much 
longer to live. 
Among the causes that led 
to the revolution were the tyranical meas­ 
ures to which the government resorted to 
in order to secure the return of its sup­ 
porters at the last elections, when many 
electors were arrested and imprisoned.” 
No News in W ashington. 


W a s h in g t o n , N o v . 
1 8 .—The members 
of the Brazilian legation are still without 
information direct from their own country 
in regard to the situation of affairs there. 
They were in hopes of receiving some 
news to-day, but none came and their only 
intelligence was derived from the press 
and from a telegram to the United States 
department of State. 
Secretary Blaine 
said that he had received only one dispatch 
from Rio, and that simply confirmed the 
rress dispatches. 
It stated in substance 
that the army and navy were on the side 
.of the insurgents; that a provisional gov­ 
ernment had been formed, and that the 
Emperor was a prisoner in his palace. 
A Brazilian, who is thoroughly conver­ 
sant with the affairs of his country and 
who is well qualified to speak with regard 
to the situation in Brazil, said: 
“ I be­ 
lieve that the movement has occurred and 
that the capital is in the hands of the in­ 
surgents, but I do not believo that this 
new government has come to stay. 
We 
need to have more information about the 
personnel 
of 
the 
newly 
proclaimed 
government 
to 
believo in 
its 
per­ 
manence. 
I 
think it is 
a 
military 
movement, supported by a few thousand 
civilians, and that when the provinces are 
heard from reaction will take place. 
The 
names of those announced as at the head 
of affairs are all those of Republicans, and 
they are not men of high standing. 
The 
ministry is mostly composed of lawyers 
and men of the press. 
I don’t believe 
they will have the confidence of the peo­ 
ple. 
If we could but se* some of the old 
leaders of Brazilian affairs in the move­ 
ment it would be different, but there is 
not one who is not already a recognized 
Republican. 
A 
popular 
movement 
in favor of a 
republic 
could 
not 
spring 
up 
in 
a 
night 
and 
without any warning. 
The last elections 
show that the Republican party returned 
only two members and that the elections 
were fair and open. 
That does not show 
any sentiment favoring a republic. 
The 
insurgents have captured the capital, 
the head of the nation, and, as the navy 
is with them, they control all means of 
communication. 
There is undoubtedly (a 
censorship of the cable service and the 
company has been notified that its wires 
would be cut unless it 
submitted all 
all messages before they were sent.

doing and something from the prov­ 
inces.” 


Closing Testim ony o f the S tate-R eporter 
Clancy’s Story. 
C h ic a g o , N ov. 17.—The Cronin trial 
was resumed Saturday, after a two days’ 
intermission to allow the defense to pre­ 
pare. 
The State closed its case by putting on 
the stand James Clancy, a Now York Her­ 
ald reporter. 
Mr. Clancy is an Irishman with a de­ 
cided English accent, and he testified that 
he had been connected with the New York 
Herald as reporter and special correspon­ 
dent about ten years. 
Mr. Clancy said he 
was in Chicago about the time the body 
was found. 
The morning of May 22, be- 
foie the body was found, Clancy called at 
O’Sullivan’s house and asked the iceman 
what he thought of Dr. Cronin’s disap­ 
pearance. 
O’Sullivan said he did not be­ 
lieve that Dr. Cronin had been murdered, 
but would turn up all right sometime. He 
said ho had known Cronin for about five 
years. 
Mr. Clancy asked O’Sullivan about 
the contract 
O’Sullivan admitted having 
made the contract with Dr. Cronin. 
He 
referred to some accidents which he said 
had happened to some of his men and he 
wanted a physician to attend to any such 
cases that might happen in the future. 
O’Sullivan said, also, that he had been 
personally introduced to Dr. Cronin about 
four weeks before by Justice Mahoney. 
Mr. Clancy asked 
O'Sullivan for Ma­ 
honey’s address, which O’Sullivan gave 
him. 
Later on that day, after the body 
had been found, Clancy went to O’Sulli­ 
van’s house again and said: 
“ Have you 
heard the news?” 
“I heard there was a body found in the 
lake, but it has not been identified. ” 
“ You did not then tell him that the 
body had been found in a catch-basin9” 
“No, sir.” 
“ Go on.” 
The witness described, with fac-simile 
reproductions of O’Snllivan’s voice and 
manner, what the Iceman said to him in 
that interview. 
Mr. Clancy said that 
when he told O’Sullivan that Dr. Cronin’s 
body had been found the suspect turned 
pale, his voice trembled, and he sank into 
a chair, apparently overcome by his emo­ 
tions. 
He nervously applied his handker­ 
chief to his face abd wiped away the pers­ 
piration which covered his brow. 
“ Come with me and identify the body,” 
said Mr. Clancy, and O’Sullivan hesitated, 
put his hand before his eyes and refused. 
“ I could not do it,” he exclaimed. 
“ I 
could not bear to look at a corpse. 
It 
would be of no use for ihe to go. 
I can’t 
do it.” 
O’Sullivan showed every mark of trepi­ 
dation and terror. 
Mr. Clancy was ad­ 
mitted to the O’Sullivan residence by Mrs. 
Whalen, who, after bringing a light into 
the room, retired. 
Before leaving the 
house in the evening, Mr. Clancy again 
implored O’Sullivan to go to view the 
body, but he refused. 
Mr. Clancy asked 
O’Sullivan for Mahoney’s address. 
The 
iceman hesiteted and then gave the wit­ 
ness a false address. 
On cross-examination Mr. Forrest asked 
Clancy if he had not served ten years in a 
British prison for his connection with a 
Fenian conspiracy. 
“ Yes, sir, I did,” replied the witnesa 
On redirect Clancy testified in regard to 
his imprisonment that in 1878 he had been 
sent * to Ireland by the Irish National 
Brotherhood to stir up a revolution. 
The 
plan did not succeed. 
Clancy attempted 
to escape, and in doing so shot a police­ 
man. 
He was arrested. 
The evidence of 
his connection with the Fenian plot came 
out and ho was convicted and sentenced to 
life imprisonment 
This was afterward 
commuted and Clancy escaped with a ten 
year term. 
“The State rests its case at this point,' 
said Judge Longenecker, and one phase of 
the great case was at an end. 
Mr. Forrest 
at once began his defense by moving to 
strike out almost all of the testimony. 
Mr. Forrest’s motion was very lengthy, 
and at points provoked occasional side re­ 
marks from the attorneys. 
The court overruled each of Mr. For­ 
rest’s separate motions and also the mo­ 
tion as a whole. 
Mr. Forrest called Fred­ 
erick Squibb, the stenographer who took 
the evidence at the coroner's inquest. The 
idea was to snow that the testimony of 
Prana Scanlan, Jonas Carlson, and “ M aj.” 
Sampson, given by them, differs from 
that given at the trial. 
The points brought out by Mr. Forrest 
were: That at the 
coroner’s inquest 
Frank Scanlan swore that he did not 
think the stranger who called for Dr. Cro­ 
nin wore an overcoat. 
“ If he had I did 
not notice it—I don’t think 
he 
had 
any 
overcoat.” 
On 
the 
trial 
sev­ 
eral 
witnesses described the man as 
wearing a long brown overcoat. 
At the 
inquest Sampson testified that he had not 
known Coughlin before the latter asked 
him to “slug” Dr. Cronin, while on the 
trial ho swore that Coughlin had arrested 
him twice previous to that time. 
Jonas 
Carlson said at the inquest that he had not 
heard 
what 
“ Frank Williams” 
said 
to Patrick 
O’Sullivan 
the 
day the 
former rented 
the cottage, while on 
trial he swore that Burke said: 
“ Well, 
I’ve rented the cottage.” 
Mr. Forrest’s 
object in proving the correctness of the 
notes taken at the inquest wa3 to compare 
these points of testimony with the evidence 
offered at the trial. 
At the conclusion of Lieut. Koch’s testi­ 
mony court adjourned to IO o’clock Mon­ 
day morning.

Burrow, the notorious Alabama murderer 
and train robber, had been shot dead by 
D. A. Scott in Marshall county. 
When he 
fell mortally wounded he cried out: 
“ Y6u 
think I am Rube Burrow,. but yon are 
mbtaken; my name is Smith.’* 
Several persons, however, identified the 
remains as those of “ Red Rube,” who ter­ 
rorized this part of Alabama by his dar­ 
ing raids and cruel murders for years. 
The dead man’s body was found thoroughly 
Incased in a coat of mail. 
Within the last two years Burrows has 
robbed nine trains in three States, bab 
killed several, and wounded many with 
his deadly Winchester, and has whipped 
IOO armed men in open fight. 
Unlike 
most train-robbers he had no gang. 
He 
worked with only one confederate, 
an 
equally daring and reckless fellow named 
Joe Jaokson. 
Indeed he has often daid 
contemptuously: 
»* ** 
‘Ifs as easy to hold up and go through 
as it is to rob a hen’s nest.” 
a train 
Rube Burrow, “Red Rube” he is called 
in the terrorized region he lives in, was 
physically a splendid specimen of man­ 
hood. 
He was about 34 years of age, an^ 
stood 6 feet I inch in his stocking feet, 
weighing 175 pounds. His shoulders were 
very broad and square, and his arms longand 
muscular. He was as active as 4 cat, abd 
has been noted as a runner since his boy­ 
hood days, it being told that he was never 
beaten in a footrace or thrown in a wrest­ 
ling match. His face, oven, had a muscu­ 
lar appearance. 
It was rather long, with 
high cheek bones and prominent lower 
jaws protruding 
noticeably backward 
under his ears. 
His complexion was in­ 
clined to be light, hts hair a dark sandy 
color, ratbor stiff, and his mustache long 
and drooping. 
His eyes were, however, 
the main feature of his appearance. They 
were grayish blue in color, set well book, 
and were very piercing, giving him a 
dare-devil, reckless appearance. 
Allen Burrow, Rube’s father, who lives 
in Lamar county, Alabama, gives his son 
a good record in early life. 
He was a 
dutiful boy at home, and went to Texas 
when IG years old. 
There he remained 
until his wife died, two years ago, when 
he returned to Alabama. 
But his career 
as a train robber was begun in Texas, and 
his daring deeds in that State made him 
as much dreaded as he has lately beeh in 
Alabama.

ated. The total number of grain, molasses, 
and fruit distilleries registered and oper­ 
ated daring the year is 4,576 aud 4,349 
respectively. 
During the year there were produced 
87,887,450 gallons of spirts and 1,471,054 
gallons of rum distilled from molasses. 
The increase in the production of Bourbon 
whisky is 14,497,175 gallons; rye whisky, 
2,870,078; gin, 156,968; highwines, 13,- 
059; pure, neutral, or cologne 
spirits, 
963,441; 
miscellaneous, 
1,135,069; total 
increase, 19.635,600. 
In regard to the use of alcohol in the 
industrial arts, the commissioned says that 
in view ot the fact that the special tempta­ 
tion to demetbylation is to secure a cheap 
alcoholic beverage, the importance of sep­ 
arating methylated spirits from all stocks 
of such beverages is very great. 
It is 
also equally important, he says, to keep 
methylated spirits out of the hands of dis­ 
tillers and rectifiers who use stills, as it is 
impossible to demethylate spirits without 
the use of stills. 
He estimates the quan­ 
tity of alcohol annually used in the arts 
and manufactures at 8,000,000 gallons.

feature of Mr. Windom’s silver policy, as 
it will be set forth in his report to Con­ 
gress, is to stop the coinage of silver dol­ 
lars and to issue certificates against silver 
bullion. 
As subordinate propositions it is 
unknown whether the secretary intends to 
recommend the issue of certificates at the 
coinage value of 
the 
silver bars or 
at their market value; whether they are to 
redeemed at the coinage or the market 
value of silver, and whether the new series 
of certificates shall circulate co-ordinately 
with the old or whether the latter are to 
be withdrawn. 
It is only possible that 
Mr. Windom’s plan of treating the silver 
embraces the issue of silver bullion certi­ 
ficates. 
This idea is by no means a new 
one, but the secretary is said to have 
a somewhat complex though novel method 
of developing it, with which he wishes to 
surprise the financial world. 
Some of the 
less important reasons for issuing certifi­ 
cates against the bullion purchases of the 
government are that the expense and 
trouble of coinage would be saved; that 
the expense ot transportation would be 
lessened; that the expensive recounts of 
the immense number of silver dollars 
would be avoided; that inasmuch as but 
a small percentage of the silver dollars 
already coined are in actual circulation it 
is perfectly futile to keep on coining them, 
and that by having the silver in bars the 
government could more readily sell it for 
manufacturing 
purposes. 
Any scheme 
that will not increase the government’s 
monthly purchases of silver is not likely 
to be satisfactory to the silver inflation­ 
ists. 
It is probable, therefore, though 
It can not be officially confirmed, that 
Mr. 
Windom intends to recommend a 
considerable increase in the monthly pur­ 
chase of silver, and to satisfy those who 
fear a further increase of a depreciated 
currency by issuing currency on a basis 
approximating the market value of silver 
—that is to say, a certificate dollar shall 
represent, not a silver dollar of 412i 
grains, but a quantity of silver that would 
bring $1 in the market. 
Thi> would per­ 
haps be a dollar of between 500 and 600 
grains.

The great flood that carried millions 
of logs down the Susquehanna and 
stranded them in confused masses all 
along the shores and islands of the 
stream left the questions of their owner­ 
ship and the consequent damages in a 
condition as badly tangled as that of 
the logs themselves, and as the law on 
the subject is not so plain that it can 
be readily understood by ordinary 
people, it is not surprising that the 
courts have been called on to decide it. 
The owners of the lost logs gave the 
West Branch Lumberman’s Exchange 
power of attorney to recover the logs, 
and that body brought suit in the 
Northumberland County Court against 
about 175 persons, ow ners of islands or 
riparian lands, who were alleged to be 
illegally holding the property and pre­ 
venting its recovery by the txehange. 
An interesting decision has been 
given by Judge Rockefeller, in which 
he holds that those persons who have 
complied with the act of March 20, 
1812, and filed a description of the 
lumber lodged on their land, or recov­ 
ered by them from the water, with the 
nearest Justice of the Peace and ad­ 
vertised the same, are entitled to sal­ 
vage at the rate of 50 cents per 1,000 
feet, board measure, which the Judge 
estimates at about seven cents per log. 
It seems, however, that there are 
only seven or eight of these foresighted 
persons. As to them, it is ordered that 
a settlement must be made on the 
terms cited, the different parties in 
interest to select their own property 
out of the accumulation of logs, drift­ 
wood and miscellaneous debris as best 
they can. 
All the other defendants 
are enjoined from preventing the Ex­ 
change or its agents and employes 
from taking away the property of the 
lumbermen without making any com­ 
pensation. 
This seems hard on men who have 
had their own property ruined in many 
cases by unintentionally detaining the 
property of other people, and who have 
only come short in the one respect of 
failure to comply with a law which 
they most likely know nothing about; 
but the Judge recommends a voluntary 
reward for them, which the Lumber­ 
man’s Exchange promises to pay, and, 
besides, there is the matter of dam­ 
ages still to be settled, so that they 
will still get something out of the 
wreck. 
I t is to be hoped the Legislature, at 
its next session, will make a new and 
comprehensive law to cover this sub­ 
ject, and repeal all the prior confusing 
ones.
